Tho 
fleet WUM drawn up at Spithead, and 
consisted of forty-four vessels, tho finest 
and largest in tho British navy, com- 
prising the entire clmnnuH squadron 
with numerous additions, and nearly all 
of. the groat ironclads, The Shah ar- 
rived at Portsmouth at noon. 
His 


majesty was received with cheersbv the 
immense assemblage in and around tho 
depot. 
Tho royal yacht Victoria and 


Albert, was waiting, and the Shah im- 
mediately embarked, accompanied by 
the Prince of Wales, Prince Albert and 
CzOTOwiteh, 
Tho yacht steamed slowly 


out of tho harbor, and on arriving in 
front of tho fleet was greeted with MI- 
lutes from tho ironclads. 


The Shuh look a conspicuous posi- 


tion on the yacht surrounded by prin- 
ces, and proceeded to inspect the fleet 
passing up and down in front of ant 
between tho lines. 
Tho yards were 


manned and salutes fired as ^hc roya 
yacht passed. 
When 
tho inspection 


was completed, tlio Victoria and Albert 
steamed to tho front again, and tho re 
view terminated with a grand salute 
fired simultaneously by all tho vessels- 
in the Hoot. Tho royal party then re 
turned to Portsmouth, whoro a banquc 
and other festivities aro now in pro 
gross.
